In response to the Restriction Requirement dated July 9, 2004, Applicants elect Group 
XVI, Claims 36-44 for prosecution on the merits, with traverse. 

Applicants have canceled claims 36-44 and substituted newly added claims 58-73 which 
more clearly define the invention according to the subject matter of Group XVI. Applicants 
respectfully request that newly added claims 58-73 be included in Group XVI.

The traversal is on the grounds that Group XV should be rejoined with Group XVI. since 

Groups XV and XVI are related as a product and product by process, respectively. MPEP § 803

patentably distinct inventions: (A) The inventions must be independent ... or distinct as claimed; 

, AA ,„ AA1 and (B) There must be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is required 
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Because Groups XV and XVI are related as a product and product by process, respectively, 
there would not be a serious search burden should Group IV be rejoined with Group XVI.
